Atlanta officials completed the 
largest expansion of the city’s bor- 
ders in 65 years Monday, absorb- 
ing Emory University and the Cen- 


ters for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention despite objections that the 
move takes money from DeKalb 
County public school students. 

The Atlanta City Council voted 
13-0 to approve annexing the 744 
acres along the city’s eastern edge. 


The incorporation of the presti- 
gious research university into the 
state’s capital city is the most sig- 
nificant annexation since Buck- 
head was added in 1952. 

It’s a move that brings an addi- 
tional 6,400 residents into the city 
and could allow MARTA to run 
a new streetcar line to the cam- 
pus. The Clifton Corridor proj-

Court: Trump travel ban can be enforced 


Challenges ongoing; 
ban blocks people 
from eight nations.

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court on Monday granted Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s request that 
his revised travel ban be enforced 
fully while legal challenges to it 
proceed in lower courts. 

The justices approved a request 
from the president’s lawyers to 
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lift restrictions on the order — 
which bans most travelers from 
eight nations, most with Mus- 
lim majorities — that had been 
imposed by lower courts. 

The court gave no reason for 
its decision, but said it expected 
lower court review of the exec- 
utive orders to proceed quickly. 
Justices Ruth Bader Ginsburg and 
Sonia Sotomayor would have kept 
in place partial stays on the order. 

Judges in two judicial circuits 
— the U.S. Court of Appeals for

Jury splits verdict 
for woman who 
taped GOP rally 


Panel acquits Tisdale 
of felony, but convicts 
her of misdemeanor.

Nydia Tisdale wasn’t trying to 
hide anything or mislead anyone 
when she arrived at Republican 
rally at a North Georgia farm 
with her video camera, her attor- 
neys argued. The citizen journal- 
ist was simply doing her part to 
grow democracy and freedom, 
according to her defenders. 


And a Dawson County jury 
agreed — mostly. Late Monday 
afternoon, Tisdale, 54, was acquit- 
ted of both a felony obstruction 
charge and a misdemeanor charge 
of criminal trespassing. But she 
was convicted of misdemeanor 
obstruction, and could still spend 
up to a year in the county jail. 
The case ensnared some of Geor- 
gia’s top political figures, includ- 
ing Gov. Nathan Deal and former 
Attorney General Sam Olens, 
who were both at Burt’s Pump- 
kin Farm three years ago when
